The Experimental F ari, 


Its Utility Becoming More And 
More Apparent. 


It is with pleasure that we notice by 
the visitors’ book at the Experimental 
Farm that the number of visitors is in- 
creasing greatly. During the past month 
there were more than eight times the 
number there were in the corresponding 
month last year. There is lots to be 
learned over there, and when the differ- 
ent Farmers’ Institutes of the province 
will follow the example of that of the 
electoral division of Dennis and get up 
excursions to visit the Farm the members 
will go home with some new ideas. 

THE TREES. 

Both those that have been transplanted 
and those yet inthe seed beds are doing 
remarkably well. A few of the measure- 
ments made on Monday will go far to 
prove this. This year's growth on our 
native maple is 23 inches ; mountain ash 
13 inches ; Russian poplar 124 inches and 
elm 19 inches- Evergreens have not 
done so well, unless we except the native 
spruce. 

FRUITS. 

Most of the larger kinds of fruit have 
wintered well and sre making good 
growth. It is, however, in the smaller 
fruits that one can coast of success. The 
white currant blossoms were caught with 
the frost and there will not be any fruit 
this year. The red and black currants 
escaped the frost andthere will be an aver- 
age crop. Both red and black rasp ber- 
ries are literally loaded with blossoms 
and set fruit. The latter have made ex 
traordinary growth this year, same of the 
new canes measuring °) inches in Jength. 
Grapes and blackberries seem to have win- 
tered well, but it is too soon to talx of 


fruit. 
GRAIN AND PLANTS. 

Some of these are a sight tosee. We 
put a rule on some of — the 
wheat that stood on the ground as 
thick as it could stand and found it to be 
26 inches in height ; barley 22; oats not | 
so tall, with rye headed out. It is, how- 


ever, with the results of cultivating our 
native gras<es that the farmer visitor will 
be most pleased. Most of them can raise 


whest, but when it comes to cultivated 
fodder plants they get luet. Here, how- 
ever, they will see a score of our native 
that now measure over two feet 
in height and they have not comme: 
heading yet. To quote from an_ eastern 
writer who visited the farm lately: ‘If 
it was only inthe matter of proving the 
immense advantage the cultivated natural 
grasses have over imported ones the farm 
has paid a hundred fold more than its 
cost.” Any one who visits the farm and 
examines the immense growth of these 
grasses will never think of sowing timo- 
thy again. 
By all means make a visit to the farm.

DOINGS OF THE ASSEMBLY. 


Kingston, Juue 17.—-To-day the Gene- 
ral Assembiy elected delegates to the 
Presbyterian Council! in Toronto in 1592. 
Among them were Rev. Dr. King, Win- 
nipeg, and Elder Chief Justice Taylor, of 
Winnipeg. Among those placed under 
the aged and intirm ministers’ fund was 
Rev. J. Geddes, of Regina. 

Touching the state of religion prevail- 
ing, the evils reported ran from politics 
to nixed marriages, from horse racing to 
euchre parties and baccarat, from intem- 
perance to mammonism, from dancing to 
denominational rivalry. These things, it 
was held, deadened Christian sensibilities, 
created carelessness and indifference, and 
generally weakened the church’s power, 
influence and witness for God. 

Young People’s Societies were urged 
to be formed in all congregations. Ap- 
plications of students were repodted upon 
by the committee. John Fernie will be 
ordained by the Presbytery of Calgary. 
There are 1,500 Sabbath Schools under 
the care of the church, an increase of 182. 
There are over 17,000 teachers enyaged 
and 343,000 children were taught—an 
advance of 3,865. A Sabbath school text 
book was not endorsed. A proposal for 
a new presbytery in Algoma was remitted 
to the interested presbyteries, and will 
again be heard at the next assembly. 

The report on Sabbath observance re- 
joiced at the general concensus of opinion 
in Europe and America that one day in 
seven shall be observed as a day of rest. 
Reference was made to tie bad example 
of the Premier of the Prevince of Quebec, 
who with members of his legisla’ure, af- 
ter mass on the Lord’s day morning, left 
(Quebec city and travelled by rail to Mon- 
treal. The report) recommended * That 
the assembly express its symoathy with 
the work of the Lord’s Day Alliance of 
Canada, especially with its attempt tu ob- 
tain better legislation for the protection 
of the Sabbath as a day of rest.” The 
proposed disposition of $117,000 from the 
late Mrs. Nicholls, of Peter>oro, was 
asked, but the discussion was adjourned, 
as Was also the conclusion whether to 
hold summer sessions in the theoloyical 
colleges during the summer.
